The number of accidents in shops 


and factories that are preventable are amazing. The 
truth is that complete investigations indicate that 
there are not very many accidents in these places 
which could not have been prevented with the ordin- 
ary care that men should exercise in looking after 
themselves and their fellow workmen. With the 
modern protection which the inspector of workshops 
and factories insists on being used, together with 
the knowledge by the employer that these applian- 
ces are in the interest of reducing the costs, as well 
as saving the life and limb of their workmen, have 
caused every safety device imaginable to be used 
around machinery. 
If any new thing is discovered, 


or some new possible way where the safety of the em- 
ployee can be increased, it is attended to. But noth- 
ing can take the place of due care on the part of the 
workman. 


The National Safety Council is an organization 


which has made an exhaustive investigation of the 
causes of accidents and is emphasizing those condi- 
tions which will more largely prcn ent them. We 
note that where they 1m e been operating, there has 
been a reduction in the number of accidents and we 
believe that in spite of the care that is now exercised 
in the shops of Elyria that there is opportunity for 
still greater service in this direction. 


The reduction in accidents means the protection 


of the men. It means tho doing a\sa\ with buffering. 
It means the 1cm eimg of cost, and the opportunity for 
those who woik to receive directly a larger amount 
from the scale of the product.
